By unanimous vote, the bi-par¬ 
tisan committee urges that Gov.

1. — Remove from office Rob¬ 
ert Ott, Commissioner of Publie 
W elf are. 

2. — Remove from office Law¬ 
rence A. Durkin, acting director 
of the Springfield WaMare Office 
and his second in command, Bruce 
Bowens 

3. — Support our legislation 
filed today to correct the C.E.P. 
(Concentrated Employment Pro¬ 
gram) so that former welfare 
recipients trained as welfare case 
aides do not enter the State serv¬ 
ice at a higher pay rate than ca¬ 
reer or civil service employees of 
the Welfare Department. 

4. — Direct the Executive Of¬ 
fice of Administration and Fi¬ 
nance to immediately launch a 
manpower survey of professional 
social welfare staffing, as our in¬ 
vestigations indicate an acute un¬ 
der-staffing of skilled social 
workers. 

5. — Direct the Executive office 
of Administration and Finance 
to immediately implement u com¬ 
puterized and modernized record, 
system to free social workers for 
social work. 

Additionally, the cornu 11 
urges that the Speaker of .the 
House and kite membership of 
the House authorize the creation, 
staffing and funding of a spe¬ 
cial House Committee to conduct 
investigations similar to our 
Springfield investigation on a 
state-wide basis. ( 

•Such a special committee would 
be empowered to look into all as¬ 
pects of the state welfare depart¬ 
ment operations, and would be 
granted the power to subpoena 
relevant records and require the 
presence ofonecessary witnesses.

those who need help. 

Presently’ these devoted people 
are being frustrated by a combi¬ 
nation of intolerable paperwork 
and incredibly inept administra¬ 
tion and leadedship. 

Neither the Governor nor Mr. 
Ott, according to Mr. Oibt’s testi¬ 
mony before this committee, have 
even talked personally to one an¬ 
other over the past year ... even 
though Mr. Oitt’s department 
spent, more than $609 million last 
year, better (than 40 percent of 
the total' Sfbate budget. 

We believe this communications 
gap constitutes unpardoivably 
poor leadership on the part of 
both men Mr. Oltit and the Gover¬ 
nor. 

We urge the removal <yf Mr. 
Durkin and Mr. Bowens because 
of their similarly inept leader¬ 
ship of the Springfield operation. 

In Point 3 we urge a change 
in the C.E.P. Program because 
the present situation in Spring- 
field has created serious morale 
problems among welfare workers.

Maine's famed landlock sal¬ 
mon, the State’s first official 
fish, is featured in a new publi¬ 
cation put out jointly by the 
Sport Fishing Institute of Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., and the Maine Dept, 
of Inland Fisheries and Game. 

The 129-page booklet deals with 
the landlock’s life history and 
management in Maine. It was 
written by Dept, fishery biolo¬ 
gist Keith A. Havey of Machias 
and Kendall Warner of Bangor, 
both recognized experts on sal¬ 
mon. 

Subjects discussed include the 
origin and distribution of the sal¬ 
mon ecology of the A fish, the early 
history of the salmon sport fish¬ 
eries, and the role of the hatch¬ 
ery. An appendix carries the pop¬ 
ulation status, by county, of the 
landlocked salmon in Maine lakes. 

There are also several illus¬ 
trations and a number of graphs 
dealing with many statistics 
about the landlocked. 

The publication is available 
from Fisheries Division of the 
Fish and Game Department in 
Augusta at $2 each.

NEWS FOR VETS 


The Veterans Administration 
lias moved to clear up misconcep¬ 
tions about two types of military 
discharges. 

Citing the problem, Adminis¬ 
trator of Veterans Affairs Don¬ 
ald E. Johnson said today that 
misunderstanding about the dif¬ 
ferences between “honorable” and 
“general” discharge certificates 
are causing some veterans un¬ 
justified difficulties. 

“Actually, lx>th types of sepa¬ 
ration are completely acceptable 
for veterans benefits,” Johnson 
explained. 

He commented that, the genera.’ 
discharge always has the qualify¬ 
ing phrase “under honorable con¬ 
ditions” because this type of sep¬ 
aration is issued as evidence of 
honorable sendee. 

The VA chief said some ex- 
servicemen have reported trouble 
obtaining employment after 
showing potential employers their 
general discharge certificates.

THINK BIG 

Why not start the#new fish¬ 
ing season by decidthg that this 
is the year to catch a fish big 
enough to make the record 
books? 

Almost all state conservation 
departments record large fish 
taken from a state’s waters. 
Eligible species include almost 
every fish in the United States, 
and how you catch the fish 
isn't important as long as it 
was by a legal sport fishing 
method. 

How do you go about find¬ 
ing and catching a trophy fish? 
Well, the angling authorities at 
Mercury outboards suggest 
that there are proven techni¬ 
ques for locating big fish, 
methods followed by expert 
anglers. 

An important first step is to 
decide which record you want 
to break. Study information 
about your state's present 
record catches, and decide 
which fish you intend to 
pursue. Then concentrate all 
your efforts toward catching 
that kind of fish. Read all avail¬ 
able material about your quar¬ 
ry. Visit state fishery biologists 
and learn what they know 
about your fish, and where the 
best angling might be found. 

Next, narrow the number of 
places you intend to fish to 
several promising bodies of 
water. Limit all fishing to 
those places which are the 
most likely spots for big fish. 
Study each lake or stream 
keeping in mind the things 
you've learned from prior 
reading and discussion. 

As for fishing methods, try 
everything! Record - breaking 
fish from one mid-west state 
last year were taken by a 
number of techniques includ¬ 
ing lures, live bait, fly rods 
and bait casting equipment. 

Of course, be familiar with 
your state’s requirements lor 
having a fish checked for pos¬ 
sible entry in the record book. 
One precaution from the boys 
at Mercury: don’t clean the 
fish until its weight has been

Brush slits in top of 
frankfurters with mustard and fill with cheese. Return to oven 
about 5 minutes, until cheese melts.
